A round-up of recent developments and significant trends 


Slides Synched with Tape. Now that Re- 
vere’s stroboscopic system for synchro- 
nizing 8- and 16-mm movies with a tape- 
recorded commentary and taped sound 
effects has proven feasible, it isn’t sur- 
prising to learn of a new electronic 
system for synchronizing still-slide projec- 
tion with the operation of any magnetic- 
tape recorder. The new system, known 
as “Synchroslide” has been developed by 
Synchromatic Products of Bayonne, N. J. 
Almost any 16-mm or 35-mm slide-film 
or 2x2-inch slide equipment now avail- 
able can be accommodated by the system. 
Synchroslide makes use of an electric-eye 
mechanism which picks up white cello- 
phane cue marks that have been placed 
on the back of the !4-inch magnetic tape 
on which the commentary for the slide 
set has been recorded. The “eye” instant- 
ly triggers the slide-changing mechanism 
of the projector by electronic means as it 
picks up each successive cue mark on the 
tape. Since the cue patches do not affect 
the sound track in any way, they may be 
moved around and adjusted or removed 
at will to achieve split-second accuracy 
in slide-changing. As many as three 
slide changes per second can be achieved 
with the system—for demonstrating “ex- 
ploding” views or time-lapse effects. 

The portable Model 100 Synchroslide 
can be used with any tape recorder and 
slide projector already equipped for re- 
mote-control operation. It consists of a 
Magic Eye Head, an Amplifier in a 
leatherette case with shoulder strap, and 
a self-contained Power Supply. Model 
200, which is factory-installed by the 
manufacturer, can be used with any tape 
recorder and slide projector. The magic 
eye and amplifier units are permanently 
integrated in the playback unit of the 
tape recorder without affecting the audio 
circuits. At press time, both models had 
been priced at approximately $80, al- 
though manufacturing economies may 
make a reduction possible in the not too 
distant future. 


Kodachrome “Stereo Film." As a service 
to its many customers interested in stereo 
color photography, the Eastman Kodak 
Company recently introduced a new load- 
ing of daylight-type 35-mm Kodachrome 
Film (335) which produces twenty 23x24- 
mm stereo pairs when exposed in cam- 
eras of this format with standard spacing. 
(These dimensions originated with the 
Stereo Realist camera.) The processed 
stereo pairs are returned to the customer 
in fibre frames similar to familiar Koda- 
slide Readymounts which can be used 
immediately in hand viewers. The “stereo 
window” appears to be at five feet. Cost 
of the new film which includes process- 
ing and stereo mounting is $4.75. With 
the new stereo Kodachrome film, Kodak 
also announced a new stereo mounting 
service for customers exposing regular 20 


and 36-exposure rolls of 35-mm Koda- 
chrome K135 and K135A (Daylight Type 
and Type A) in cameras making 23x24 
mm stereo pairs with standard spacing 
The charges for mounting the respective 
film lengths are $1.00 and $1.60 prepaid 
at the time the film is sent for processing 
to the Kodak Laboratory at Rochester, 
N. Y., which, until the first of next year, 
will be the only Kodachrome processing 
facility offering stereo service. 

Kodak's move is significant in that it 
recognizes and furthers the “standardiza- 
tion by intensive usage” of the 23x24-mm 
stereo frame which had been introduced 
just a few years ago. It is also a tribute 
to the ever increasing importance of 
three-dimensional photography in current 
photographic activity, both amateur and 
professional. (It is expected that Koda 
chrome Film 335, Type A, balanced for 
photoflood illumination, will be out be- 
fore the end of the year.) 


Hollywood's recent switch-over from ni- 
trate film to acetate “safety” base had a 
more compelling reason than fear of flash 
fires. Nitrate film stored at higher-than- 
normal room temperatures undergoes 
progressive deterioration. In the first 
stage, the film starts to discolor and the 
image to fade. In the second, the emul 
sion becomes adhesive and the film con- 
volutions tend to stick together as the 
reel is unrolled. This is followed by a 
softening of portions of the film, emission 
of poisonous, foul-smelling gases, and 
welding of the film convolutions into a 
single mass. Finally, part or all of the 
film mass decomposes into a brownish 
acrid powder in which state it is subject 
to spontaneous combustion. The entire 
process is accompanied by an ever-in- 
creasing emission of heat. 

Tests made by the Fire Protection Lab- 
oratories of the National Bureau of 
Standards in Washington, D. C., in recent 
months have given film producers an ap- 
preciation of the foregoing phenomena. 
The NBS has subsequently published a 
system of hygiene for the inspection and 
preservation of archival records and 
priceless originals as well as safe disposal 
of deteriorated films. Strongly recom- 
mended is the maintenance of relatively 
low storage temperatures (below 70 F) 
by means of air-conditioning which de- 
creases materially the possibility of spon- 
taneous ignition and helps preserve the 
stored film for its intended purpose. 

The NBS rules suggest periodic inspec- 
tion of stored nitrate film. As soon as 
there is evidence of deterioration, irre- 
placeable film should be copied on safety- 
base film material and the original de- 
stroyed. When film in the second stage 
of deterioration shows signs of the emul- 
sion becoming detached from the base as 
it is unreeled, the material can be sal- 
vaged for copying by unrolling it in a 
bath of carbon tetrachloride under pre- 
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Deltas

HIS IS THE STORY of a project 

a project undertaken by a seventeen- 

year-old kid with a camera. The kid, 

Armand Zotian, didn’t start out to 
manutacture the project. It just started roll 
ing and engulfed him. And now that he’s 
completed the work, he’s just beginning to 
realize that he has succeeded in doing what 
the majority of America’s amateut photog 
raphers desperately want but few achieve. 
He has found a way to carry his photogra 
phy over into his everyday life. 

A student at William Bryant High School 
in Queens, New York, Zotian walks briskly 
up the wide stone steps and through the 
main entrance of the building a little before 
nine, five days a week. Like the rest of the 
guys in his class he usually has a pile of 
text books and a notebook under his arm 
Pocket holds the accustomed quota of well 
chewed pencils. But in addition to this 
Zotian carries an extra bit of paraphernalia. 
So accustomed to its presence have the rest 
of the gang become that they now would 
be considerably surprised to see him with 
out it. Armand has a Contax S dangling 
from a neck strap. Along with scribbled 
notes and text books, the camera is a study 
aid and it has added tremendous impetus 
to his school work. 

What is Armand’s project? Actually it’s 
a little hard to define. It’s part study aid, 
part research, part documentation with a 
bit of experimentation tossed in. To be a 
bit more exact he has carried photography 
over into his school work they

In addition to the assistance that the success of 
the project gave him, Armand reaped another benefit.

Zotian’s 
project began with a blonde. She was maybe the cutest 
blonde he'd ever seen and in the shift of seats at mid- 
term she wound up right next to him. They talked and 
joked a bit but the conversation never worked itself 
around to the fragile moment when he could broach the 
subject of a date. With the junior prom only a few 
short weeks off, obviously more stringent measures were 


called for. The next day he brought his camera to class.

Armand had long before discovered an underlying prin- 
ciple of photography: a camera can serve as a social short 
cut. A couple of flattering candid shots can pave the way 
to more serious conversation. From there it’s just a few 
steps to a coke and a movie. 

Like most high schools, Bryant is well lighted with high 
windows stretching from waist level almost to the ceiling. 
From his position between the cute little blonde and the 
windows, Armand could take advantage of the excellent 
natural light. He worked swiftly and before the class got 
under way made several candids.

The pace was too swift for divided interest. He 
folded up his camera case and gave full attention to the 
botany lesson. 

The schedule called for study of flower structure. The 
instructor brought out a huge plaster model of a flower 
and began to describe it. The plaster model came apart 
in sections and as the teacher talked, he detached outer 
leaves, petals, etc., to show the inside structure.

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EW AMATEURS today can call themselves pho 
tographers until they are able to produce first 
rate enlargements. Blowing a small negative up 
to an exhibition-size print is a challenge in itself, 

but just making a big print isn’t enough. There is a 
step beyond that which entails the use of basic enlarg 
ing controls by means of which an ordinary negative 
can be converted into an extraordinary print. This is 
the step that really transforms the tyro into a full 
fledged photographer 

Are these basic controls dithcult? Not really, and 
mastering them is fun with the added fillip of creative 
accomplishment 

Recently a friend, who had been printing his own 
pictures for about six months, brought over a negative 
“I can’t get the print I want,” he said. “How about 
seeing what can be done with it.” We went into the 
darkroom 

We made a print. “That looks just like the one | 
made,” he said, “I had hoped for something a little 
better.” I explained that this was what is called a 
straight print with no attempt at control, and that we 


would make another print trving to correct the errors 
that were apparent in this one. Our straight print 
would give us something to work trom. 

\fter making the second print, with a little dodging 
here, printing-in a spot there, and flashing the cor 
ners, we came out with a picture that had that “some 
thing-extra”” which my friend had wanted from his 
negative. 

There are many controls that can be exercised dur 
ing the making of an enlargement. Some are basic and 
some are complicated. The basic controls can be di 
vided into two classifications: (1) control by manipu 
lation of light during printing, and (2) control by 
tilting the easel and negative. In this article we will 
discuss the first method. (See POPULAR PHOTOGRAPHY, 
June 1951, for article on control by easel tilting). 

As a rule an acceptable print can be made from 
almost any good negative without a lot of manipula 
tion. Notice that I said “acceptable print.” While this 
is true, it also is true that a “better print” can be 
made from almost any negative by exercising a few 


basic controls on the printing light during exposure 
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Two primary faults are evident in this straight enlargement

It is this extra-something that makes the difference be 


tween an acceptable print and one that will win 
you a prize or help build you a name as an exceptional 
photographer 

These controls are: (1) dodging and printing-in, (2) 


flashing, (3) vignetting, (4) diffusion, and (5) spot print- 
ing. Let's examine each of these controls, discuss them, look 
at examples of how each control is applied and note the 
results

(2) FLAsHiNG is actually printing with bright 
raw light. The negative is removed from the 
enlarger, the lens opened wide, and certain 
areas of the print darkened with the light com- 
ing through the lens. Often a negative is so 
dense in places that it is impossible to print 
through, and if a darker tone is required in this 
area, flashing must be used 

[he most common use of flashing is in dark- 
ening the corners of prints, printing light back- 
grounds darker, and toning down hot spots in 
a print. In flashing, the light from the enlarger 
should be as dim as possible; otherwise there is 
a danger of the dodging or flashing card leaving 
its outline on the paper ‘ 

(3) VicnetTInG, still another version of dodg- , 
ing, is eliminating unwanted background from f 
a portrait, making the background seem to fade 
into the white paper. This is accomplished by 
printing the portrait through a large opening in 
a card. The tone gradation from the portrait 
to the background is a gradual fade-out as the 
card is kept in constant motion throughout the 
printing exposure 

lo produce a good vignette you must make 
the opening in the board conform as nearly 
as possible to the general shape of the subject 
to be vignetted. The opening should be about 
one-third the subject size. Its size and shape 
can be determined easily by holding the card 
about halfway between the easel and the lens 
With the enlarger light on, the image will be 
projected onto the card, very small and badly 
out-of-focus but still giving a suggestion as 
to the size and shape of the opening.

JERRY YULSMAN MAKES 
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MONG THE USEFUL techniques available to the amateur pho- 
tographer, montage is one of the most effective. At first thought, 
the idea of controlled multiple printing may frighten you away, 

but making montages is relatively simple, and any photographer who 
can make straight prints can make satisfactory montages. You don't 
need any special equipment, and usually the negatives you now have 
on hand will do very nicely for this work. For all practical purposes, 
the only limitation is your own imagination. You usually can make 
a print of anything you can visualize. 

Montage printing makes use of single negatives projected more than 
once on a single sheet of paper, or two or more negatives sandwiched 
together in a desired composition or pattern and projected on a sheet 
of paper at the same time. Neither method is difficult, and both can 
give pleasing results, as these pictures show. 

The one thing to remember in making montages is that the negatives 
selected for a particular composition have to be compatible in some 
manner. They must have some connection in subject matter or form, 
and their combination should make a logical and understandable ar-

tistic result. Once you select the right 
negative or negatives, the rest is simply 
a mechanical problem of getting the 
essential parts on printing paper. 

In these pictures, Jerry Yulsman, a 
young professional photographer, has 
used a few tricks and darkroom meth 


ods to convey his impression of subjects 


in his negative file. Everyone has neg- 
atives in which the impact is not quite 
as strong as it might be. Yulsman used 
some negatives such as these and made 
montages with them. The final com- 
positions were much better than 
straight prints from these negatives 
This is typical of the advantage of mon- 
tage printing 

The little tricks Yulsman uses are not 
beyond the scope of the amateur. Using 
a vignetting mask is basic in printing 
certain types of negatives—those on 
which a lot of extraneous material (o1 
“garbage,” as Yulsman calls it) appears, 
distracting from the main subject. 
Dodging, or holding back certain areas 
of a print with your hands is anothe 
old printing standby. As for burning in,

Ti new crop of successful fashion photographers is notable for its 


fresh ideas and its stimulating approach to subject matter. It has to 

be—the field is fiercely competitive, and the only room in it is at the 
top, or near it. Young Carmen Schiavone is one photographer who made 
the grade in five years of hard, devoted work. He is unusual among 
fashion cameramen in that he never uses any kind of artificial light in 
his work. There is not even a single floodlamp or fashtube in his big 
white-walled, sun-filled studio just east of Times Square in New York 
City. He depends solely on sunlight, whether working outdoors on a 
brilliant day or indoors under an overcast sky. A mark of his success 


is that a recent issue of Charm magazine was devoted entirely to 

















in brilliant sunlight of Puerto Rico. model’s big hat shades her face. Engaging her 


in conversation, Schiavone got animated expression and naturally graceful pose. 





Schiavone’s work—a color cover, 12 pages 
of inside color, and 16 of black-and-white 

But no photographer ever got to the top 
merely by making a fetish of natural light 
or electronic flash, or film, or lenses, or wire 
chairs, or any other gimmick. Schiavone is 
successful because he can come up with a 
product that advertisers and art editors 
want to buy, and he can do it consistently. 

He came to fashion photography by way 
of military school, art classes, studio ap 
prenticeship, and a lucky break involving 
the famous dancer-anthropologist Kather 
ine Dunham. Schiavone’s parents, success 
ful Manhattan restaurateurs, sent him to 
the military school as appropriate prepara 
tion for what they hoped would be a pro 
fessional career, perhaps in law. Carmen, 
however, had his heart set on art school, 
and so did a neighborhood friend, Frank 
Scavullo. Both boys finally got what they 
wanted: an art education at New York Uni 
versity and Columbia 

After school and on weekends, Carmen 
and Frank wandered through the streets of 
New York with their cameras. Schiavone 
had an old Rolleicord, and Scavullo an an- 
cient second-hand Rolleiflex. There was no 
direction in their photography then; they

were not “serious” and made no effort to 
sell their pictures. They just photographed 
what they liked 
Within a few years, though, Carmen was 
taking photography more seriously. He 
worked in his parents’ restaurant mornings 
and made portraits in the afternoon. He re 
calls the enterprise with a laugh: “The por 
traits were so retouched that my customers 
thought | was a genius.” Before long, he 
went out of business, because the retouch 
ing bill ate up all his profits. 

Meanwhile Frank Scavullo had set up a 
professional studio of his own. Carmen 
went to work for him as an assistant. This 
marked the real turning-point of his career, 
when he decided at last to give full time to 
photography. His creative impulse was not 
satished by the work he did for Scavullo, 
and he worked evenings and often half the 
night on his own ideas. Now he couldn't 
get enough of photography; he crammed 
every waking hour full of it. He visited art 
museums and exhibitions, often staying un 
til closing time. (This is one habit he has 
never given up; every new museum visit 
gives him a flood of ideas for future pho 
tographs.)

SITUATIONS? THREE CONTRIBUTORS SHOW YOU HOW 


ULES ABOUT LIGHTING should be ap 

plied intelligently, not followed blindly. 

Study these three color slides from our 
readers: they show how three basic lighting situ 
ations—front-light, side-light, and backlight 
can be used with imagination. 

Contrast is achieved in color slides by the con 
trast of colors themselves, as well as by contrast 
of light and shadows. Theretore, front-lighting 
(light source behind the photographer, Picture 
No. 3) usually is effective even though it creates 
few or very short shadows and would look fiat 
and uninteresting in black-and-white 


However, if your subject is monochromatic,

you may need contrast of light and shade to add 
sparkle to an otherwise dull picture. In such a 
situation try side-lighting (light to right or left 
of photographer, Picture No. 2). Resulting shad 
ows also help establish mood and create an illu 
sion of three-dimensionality. Warning: increase 
exposure by a full stop. 

Most dramatic of all is backlighting (light 
source behind subject, Picture No. 1), which also 
sets mood and imparts a stereoscopic effect. But 
use backlighting sparingly: the result often is too 
contrasty for color films to reproduce. You'll need 


to open up about two stops more than normal

His has been a career stud 
ded with achievement: his extraordinary 
war reporting in the Pacific on assignment 
for PHOTOGRAPHY and other Ziff-Davis 
magazines, as well as for Life; his classic 
picture stories—Country Doctor, Spanish 
Village, Nurse-Midwife, and most recently, 
Chaplin at Work. All are products of Gene 
Smith’s single-minded devotion to the art 
and craft of photography. 

Gene Smith has few peers. One of the 
genuinely great photographers of our time, 
he embodies qualities rarely found to- 
gether in one man.

Ban on advertising shots 
of U.N. didn’t faze Richard 
Beattie, who called his own 


Security Council session 


HAT WOULD YOU DO if 

the art director of an advertis 

ing agency asked you to make 
a picture of the United Nations Security 
Council in session, for an Anaconda 
Copper Company advertisement, and 
you found out that it was against the 
U.N. rules to use such pictures in adver- 
tisements? 

Richard Beattie, photographic illus 
trator, had exactly that challenge thrown 
at him recently by John Hill of Kenyon 
& Eckhardt. It was an “impossible” as 
signment, but he did it. How? Simply 
by setting up his own U.N. Security 
Council session in his New York studio 
The resulting picture was a phony, of 
course, but it sure looked like the real 
thing. 

Beattie’s assignment, however, was a 
real toughie. He had to solve a whole 
mess of problems. To begin with, the 
public relations officers at the U.N 
couldn't grant him permission to use the 
actual Security Council chamber as a set- 
ting, or any of the delegates as models; 
although one officer recalled that several 
of the unusual curved desks used by 
the delegates had been broken in transit 
from Lake Success, Beattie couldn't get 
permission to (Continued on page 112)

Here’s how aerial photographers—the eyes of the 


Air Force—learn to make pictures for victory 


F THE PHOTOGRAPHIC SCHOOL at Lowry Air Force Base, Denver, Colo- 
rado, ever gets around to picking itself a motto they might consider: We Photo- 
graph the Target. Aerial photography of one sort or another constitutes the 

greatest single source of what is called “military intelligence.” Whether the tar- 
get is a sprawling industrial area or an isolated strong-point, Air Force flying 
cameramen will take the pictures that guide the fire power of America’s land, sea, 
and air forces. Litthe wonder that the Japanese in World War II dreaded the 
lone craft that flew over but did not drop bombs—this was the harbinger of death 
from the skies, fingerman for the B-29’s. 

Before a man can become an aerial photographer he must earn the Air Force 
spec’ (job specialty) number of a ground photographer either by completing a 
16-week course at Lowry or through on-the-job training in an operating unit. 

Ground photography plays a supporting role. In the Lowry course great em- 
phasis is placed on processing the film shot from on high. After graduation most 
students receive assignments as photographic lab technicians in operational units.

‘This initial mission is not even 
graded; its purpose is to show the airman. that he can 
take a camera up and come home with pictures. Be 
fore he lands he’s been exposed to almost all the basic 
problems of photographing the earth from a swiftly 
moving airplane 

Focus is just about the only problem an aerial pho- 
tographer can forget. Except for one type of very low 
altitude mission his lenses always are set at infinity, 
and he never has to worry about depth of field. But 
this is small consolation when you consider the othe 
difficulties that confront him 

The airplane itself causes the first batch of head- 
aches—tip, tilt, and crab. Tip, the rising and falling 
of the ship's nose, and tilt, the alternate dipping of

the wings, are corrected by gluing your eye to an ordinary spirit level and 
fighting to keep the bubble centered. As yet, no gyro mounts have proved 
themselves capable of keeping a camera level despite tip and tilt. 

Crab becomes a tremendous nuisance if the assignment calls for a series of 
exposures in sequence straight down a predetermined flight line. Crab results 
when the pilot angles the plane’s nose to prevent cross winds from blowing it 
off the intended flight path. To compensate tor this drift, the photographer 
must watch his viewfinder groundglass and constantly turn the camera within 
its circular mount so that it always lines up with the intended flight path no 
matter what the plane’s attitude. Of course, while he’s crabbing he mustn't 
forget about tip and tilt.

1949 and his first trip abroad that Doug- 
las began to push past the casual snap- 
shooter stage.

Douglas believes that the best travel 
photographs are unposed, candid shots. 
| His direct, friendly manner and intense 


interest in people are great assets in get- 
ting spontaneous pictures. 

Most of the people Douglas met in the 
Orient were willing—even eager—to have 
their pictures taken. “But as a matter 
of common courtesy I usually asked per- 
| mission first, and usually it was granted 
|—except in the case of women. Often 
as not they’d run away screaming. 
Women in the East seemed to fear that 
if a photograph were made of them it 
would take away some of their beauty. 
Of course I respected these wishes and 
never made pictures when asked not to.” 
For one of his trips Douglas may pack 
many as six dozen rolls of color and 
a dozen or two rolls of black-and-white 
film plus several thousand feet of movie 
film.

What does a photographer do when he 


runs out of film far from drugstores o1 
camera shops?

“I'd go into a tiny Persian village and 
rummage around until somebody would 
find a couple rolls of film in the bottom 


of a box somewhere,” he remember

Douglas doesn’t buy his film in tropical 
wrappings, but so far he’s lost little dus 
to spoilage. On his most recent trip he 
arranged to have a batch of color 
shipped to the States ahead of him 
air freight—so the precious rolls wouldn't 
lie for weeks in the furnace-like« 
heat of a Calcutta warehouse. But when 
he arrived home months later, the film 
still in India.

To 
simplify changing from color to black 
and-white shooting, he tapes his Weston 
meter at the emulsion-speed setting for 
Kodachrome, and uses his GE meter for 
black-and-white 

A light meter is essential for determin- 
ing exposure at high altitudes, and under 
the brilliant tropical sun. “The light can 
really fool you,” Douglas recalls. “I was 
shooting in the Himalayas on a cloudy, 
stormy day. I could hardly believe my 
meter—it indicated an exposure of 1/200 
second at f/22 for Plux-X! But as re- 
sults later showed, this was the correct 
exposure. On bright, clear days you just

cept in early morning or late afternoon.” 

The thin mountain air not only plays 
hob with exposure but also endangers 
the too-energetic photographer. At bar 
ren, wind-swept Baralacha Pass (eleva 
tion 16,800 feet), Douglas dismounted 
from his mule to pick some wild flower 
specimens, then sighted a pack train 
coming He dashed around on foot for 
about half an hour, switching from movie 
to still cameras and from color to black 
and-white. As he climbed back on the 
mule a wave of dizziness hit him and 
everything went black. Luckily, he didn't 
pass out completely and so was able to 
save himself from a bad fall on the rocks 

He does no processing himself but 
sends both color and black-and-white to 
professional photo-finishers for develop 
ing and printing. At home he has movie 
and slide projectors for viewing color 
films and transparencies. He started 
mounting his black-and-white prints in 
albums complete with captions, but like 
many another amateur photographer 
couldn’t keep pace with his prolific 
shooting. Now fat stacks of unmounted 
prints have accumulated. 

That a man of so many activities can 
still find time for photography is compel] 
ing tribute to the camera’s overwhelm 
ing fascination. And although Justice 
Douglas is more fortunate—and intrepid 

than most amateurs in being able to 
visit exotic places, his purpose is little 
different than that which motivates any 
of us who carry a camera to the moun 
tains or seashore on a vacation. Whethe1 
we visit Tibet or Tampa, photography 
preserves in imperishable form the excit 
ing memories of travel.—™

Follow-focus filming requires the ai 
of a good assistant cameraman, who car 
acquire the knack of “hitting the mark 
on focus changes. You can solve the 
sistant problem by combining your talent 


a 


with that of a movie-making companior 
or a fellow cine club member. While the 
average home movie is simply filmed, 
contest picture or a club project can be 
enhanced through employment of thi 
professional focusing technique Use of 
follow-focus will liven the static deadne 
of amateur movies by introducing action 
through more fluid filming. 

The “secret” of follow-focusing is that 
it must be accomplished with an uneve 
motion. A simple analysis will show why 


focusing calibrations for near distance 
are spaced further apart than the mark 


ings for greater distances. The space be 
tween two and three feet may be a qua 


turn of the lens mount—but tw 





five feet to infinity, particuarly on a 
angle lens, may be almost microscopic! 


Thus a person walking a 





y trom the 
camera requires revolving the lens mount 
fast and then slow, as the subject recede 

into the distance—although the person 
proceeds at a constant speed. Coming to 
ward the camera requires opposite treat 
ment: very slow turning at the start, ther 
faster until the final mark. It must be 
borne in mind that the focus must n 


only be accurate at either end of the 
change, but all the way in between. An) 
one can turn a lens from one position t 


to 


another to change focus from here t 


there, but actually riding the focus—s« 
that a moving subject is sharp all the way 
is not quite so simple. 

If you possess a camera with full 
frame groundglass focusing, such as the 
Cine Special, Pathe or Bolex—or a maga 
zine movie camera which will accept ar 
accessory groundglass insert—you can 
practice follow-focusing without wasting 
valuable film. Measure the distance from 
the lens to the far end of the room, and 
also to a position about four feet away 
A measuring tape is necessary for thi 
type of shooting, so that both near and 
far distances can be plotted accurately 
Open your lens to its full aperture and 
have someone walk from one mark to the 
other, while you check the groundglass 
as your assistant revolves the lens barrel 
Once your helper gets into the swing, he 
will be able to match the subject’s move 
ment with his continuously changing 
focus. 

For actual shooting place a small piece 
of paper tape over the lens calibration 
and inscribe “N” and “F” on the near anc 
far focusing marks. This will be mucl 
easier to read than the mass of engrave: 
numerals on the mount, particularly wher 
looking away from the glare of a brilliant 
ly illuminated interior to the relative 
shadow of the camera. 

There are four basic types of follow 
focus filming. 1. The camera moves about 
the set and films either stationary o7 
moving action.

Method three: in which the camera is 


stationary, but panned or tilted—offers 
wonderful opportunities for increasing 
the dramatic effectiveness of amateur 
films. Instead of shooting two or more 
shots, a single scene can be filmed which 
will introduce, uncover or reveal a per- 
son or object. Our picture opens on a 
tight close-up of a tape recorder—then 
the camera swings over to introduce a 


girl singing into a hand microphone. Or, 
an ashtray full of cigarette butts fills the 
screen—then the camera tilts up to reveal 
a man walking nervously in the back 
ground in a smoke-filled haze. 

The fourth method: in which the cam- 
era remains stationary, but two persons 
or objects alternate in focus—offers fewer 
possibilities for amateur filming, but may 
be useful sometime. A_ person’s face 
dominates the frame in a full-screen pro- 
file shot—then turns to look at someone 
further back in the middle distance. As 
his head turns and reveals the other per 


son—the lens shifts to the far focus. 
This is really a variation of follow- 
focus, called snap-focus. This method of 


shifting focus is abrupt, 
tinuous 


rather than con 
As emphasis changes within the 
scene, or some object, person or action is 
either introduced or removed—the focus 
is suddenly changed to fit the new set-up. 
A home construction documentary pic- 
ture opens with a full-frame shot of 

blue print of the building. Suddenly the 
plan is dropped from view to reveal 
workmen actually constructing the house.

I believe 
that a posed picture can often be more 
honest in interpretation than many so 


called candids 

“Whenever possible, I try to learn of 
and from the subject before I start 
shooting. (The only time it isn’t practi- 
cable is in a fast-shooting situation such 
as a street scene.) This is an absolute 
law of mine. From this preliminary 
knowledge I make an outline, as a play 
wright does, of the situations I believe 
should be watched for in the building of 
depth, traits of character, and of inherent 
relationships. I strive to become hyper- 





sensitive to every shading of the situa- 
tion. This leads toward making the 
photographic process as automatic as 
possible, and usually to a close, wonder- 
ful interrelationship with the subject. I 
become emotionally quite involved, but 
I try never to let this involvement inter- 
fere with a cold critique of the success 
or failure of my interpretive mission. 

“I am an idealist; I often feel I would 
like to be an artist in an ivory tower. 
Yet it is imperative that I speak to peo- 
ple, so I must desert that ivory tower. 
To do this, I am a journalist—a photo- 
journalist. But I am always torn be-

My principal concern is for hon- 
esty, above ali honesty with myself.” 
Proper equipment for every job is an- 
other vital concern of Gene Smith. He 
owns about $14,000 worth of photo- 
graphic equipment, and considers all of 
it when facing each new assignment. At 


facts. 


the present time he favors 35-mm cam 
eras—-the Leica and the Contax—but 
even when he expects to do a whole 
story with them, he will carry with him 
any other camera which might help him 
get a single picture better For two 
years, he carried a Speed Graphic with 
him on assignments, almost never using 
but since once or twice it became 
necessary, he feels it was worth the 
trouble. 

He carries two sets of lenses, but lately 
has been using a single camera with a 
wide-angle lens for 95° of his pictures 
He feels it gives him greater freedom 
and latitude in most situations. Though 
he prefers to use natural light whenever 
possible, Smith takes flash lamps, floods, 
and electronic flash on any major story 
that may present him with lighting prob- 
lems 

He always shoots with the problems of 
the final layout in mind. Each roll of film, 
as it is exposed, is marked with the gen- 
eral type of lighting employed and the 
kind of development indicated. At the end 
of a day’s work, he lists the shots he has 
made, and rates them for quality against

have them repaired and use them in his 
picture. He was allowed to photograph 
the empty Council room and the individ 
ual desks, from all angles, and to copy 
the blueprints for the desks 

While the construction of a facsimile 
U.N. Council chamber progressed in his 
studio, Beattie made a final effort to get 
hold of genuine desks. He located the 
manufacturer and found that there were 
some on hand, but the manufacturer 
couldn’t get U.N. authority to loan them 
to Beattie—who thereupon had desks 
constructed from the blueprint copies 
he’d been permitted to make. 

The next problem concerned construc- 
tion of the set. News photographs of the 
U.N. Security Council in session give the 
impression that the council chamber is 
built like an amphitheatre—actually, all 
desks except those of the interpreters 
are on the same level. In studying a 
number of these pictures, Beattie noted 
that they all were taken from a conside1 
able distance, and that the camera there- 
fore had created the illusion of a tiered 
chamber. Since he planned to photo 
graph closer to the set than is possible in 





news shots, he had his desks arranged in 
tiers to conform to the pictures familiar 
to the public. He seated the men in the 
foreground on the floor, to bring them to 
the camera level necessary for preserva- 
tion of the illusion. 

Assembling a group of models whose 
appearance would be as authentic as that 


a merciless scale of photographic values: 
passable, fair, poor, impossible — but 
never higher than passable. He even 
checks the proportion of horizontals to 
verticals, knowing an editor will need a 
balance between them. When time per- 
mits, he does his own processing, by in 
spection; otherwise it is handled by his

In these words is a suggestion of the 
perfectionist’s perseverance, tempered 
with humility and self-criticism, which 
brings greatness to the pictures of W 
Eugene Smith.

try, on the delegates’ desks, were copie 
from one of the photographs made by 
Beattie in the U.N. building. Even the 
water pitchers are accurate facsimiles of 
those used by the real delegates 

International Business Machines fur 
nished the microphones and other com 
munications instruments, and IBM engi 
neer Albert C. Holt supervised their plac- 
ing and use. Even an apparently unim 
portant detail such as the incorrect posi 
tion of so inconsequential an item as an 
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earphone could have looked unreal, be- 
cause, as Holt explained, delegates to the 
Security Council don’t always have an 
earphone held over one ear by a head- 


band. That gets tiring and uncomforta- 
ble after a while, so each delegate shifts 
the instrument to suit himself. For ex 


ample, the Indian delegates, because of 
their turbans, seldom place an earphone 
in the position for which it was intended, 
but hold the headband in one hand, with 
the earphone near the ear 

Working from the advantageous angle 
afforded by his own arrangement, Beattie 
could camera level with the 
he planned to feature.

exposure of 1/350 second midway be- 
tween f/8 and f/11, and set these con- 
trols accordingly 

In flying a “recon strip” it is necessary 
to have each photograph overlap the one 
before it by 60 percent to allow for error 
and to permit mounting as stereo pairs. 
To accomplish this overlap the photogra- 
pher set our 170 m.p.h. ground speed into 
the intervalometer dial on the camera 
control panel. An intervalometer is the 
Air Force version of a delayed-action 
timer except that it sends trip impulses 
to the shutter at whatever speed you 
want and makes picture after picture un- 
til turned off. Everything was just about 
ready when the pilot warned: 

“Two minutes to target.” 

In these two minutes everything was 
rechecked the trainee’s hands raced 
over his camera, A-18 magazine, control 
panel, and electrical system. 

“Pilot to photographer — commence 
shooting!” 

The student threw the trip switch on 
his control panel and bent over his spirit 
level and viewfinder, leveling and turn- 
ing the camera to keep tip, tilt, and crab 
down to an acceptable minimum. Flying 
along a 2!2-mile strip of Denver he 
made a series of nine exposures at six- 
second intervals. 

“Make this your last exposure.” 

The order was greeted by a perceptible 
sigh of relief, and the plane banked to 
turn for the next run.

During the space of a minute the pho- 
tographer had shot seven feet of 91- 
inch roll film to make nine 9 x 9-inch 
negatives which he developed and con- 
tact printed that afternoon. The next 
morning he made a line index on a map 
showing exactly what ground area was 
covered by each exposure and then com- 


puted the scale relationships between 
ground distances and photographic di- 
mensions. The individual frames then 


were assembled into an index providing 
a picture of the entire flight line. After 
this he computed the amount of error 
due to tip, tilt, and crab plus the plane’s 
drifting away from the flight line, had 
the mission graded for
